986, scattering 27, total vote, 470,699, 
39 less than at the October election. 
Garfield'a plurality, 6,642; Portei's plu- 
rality in (Ictober, 6,953. The green- 
backers lost, in comparison with the 
October vote, 1,895. The republicans 
gain 759, and the democrats 1,070. 
The birth district electoral muddle hai 
been adjusted. 
The county clerks 


of Union, Bartholomew and Putnam 
have subscribed to the form of an oath 
prepared by Governor Gray, attesting 
to the transfer of votes to Parker, 
which had been incorrectly counted for 
Bennett in their returns to the state 
secretary, and, with the exception of 
Perry, it ii known that the clerks of all 
the other counties in dispute will do 
the piime.

The peo 
pie demand that it shall not be triei 
again. In the language of a cotempo 
rary they mean, by the election of 
Republican president, that every ma 
attached to the administration shall b 
of the same rolitical faith, "and an 
policy tbat ignores this doctrine 
based upon the hollowist kind of sent 
ment." Human rules must be applie 
to human undertakings, and any theor 
which s-eeks to apply to political movi 
ments rules which could only be ol 
served by beings of a supernatural or 
der cannot but be a failure. 


The hope and belief of the Republ 


can masses of the country is that Pre 
idcnt GarSeld will entrust the carryin 
out of Republican ideas and measure 
only to Republicans, and will perm 
the Democratic party to adorn tha 
obscurity to which it has been relega 
ted by the votes ot tbe people. It wi 
be time enough for the condemned 
emerge from their well-merited oblivio 
when the voice of the sovereign peop 
calls them forth.

Within a few months a new adminis- 


tration will take charge of the national 
government, and though its political 
complexion will not differ from that of 
the present one it is to be hoped that 
in some of its policies it may vary es- 
sentially from the one that has been in 
power daring the last .four years. The 
people have in tbe most unmistakable 
manner announced their deaire to be 
governed by the Republican party— 
not by a Republican president and 
Democratic subordinates, but by Re- 
publicans in every department of the 
government. If they had desired the 
appointment of Democrats as cabinet 
officers, foreign ministers, consuls, post- 
masters and minor officials they wonld 
have taken the more sensible and direct 
method of saying so by electing Gen. 
Hancock to the presidency. But they 
did not so desire, aa is clearly shown by 
their selection of Gen. G^rGeld as the 
bead of the government 
The Ameri- 


can people have a practical way of 
dealing with public questions, and are 
not in the habit of pulling in one di- 
rection when they want to reach a point 
lying in the opposite way. They never 
call for fish when they want fowl. 


In this regard, as, indeed, in most 


others, the American people are right. 
They have no patience with half heart- 
ed neat in anything, believing that if any 
doctrine is right i< is worthy their 
hearty and enthusiastic support, and if 
a policy or-party is'wrong it is not en- 
titled to any recognition or favor at 
their hands. 
The American idea of 


politics, therefore, is not founded so 
much upon the injunction to "love your 
enemies, bleas them that curse you, do 
good to them tbat hate you," as it is 
upon the axiomatic principle promulga- 
ted by th« sane divine teacher, "no 
•tao can serve two masters." The idea 
«f Vb* people ia that no public ofioial 
oa* be trusted to carry out a principle 
*ko b*li«ve« that the principle itaclf is

THE COLD SNAP. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 28.—A gentle- 


man who has arrived here from Harris- 
burg, after a very frank conversation 
with Senator Cameron, says that all 
speculations on the senatorial contest 
in Pennsylvania predicatedon the opin- 
ion that the senator has any desire to 
leave the senate, are the merest asser- 
tions. He saye that Senator Cameron 
remarked that it was rather early for 
the statements going around respecting 
Gen. Garfield, and he did not think 
anything could be said authoritatively 
on the subject by anv one until after 
the electoral vote had been formally 
counted and announced, but he could 
speak for himself, as he had Been his 
name mentioned in that connection, 
and would say that having once been a 
cabinet officer, and since a senator, he 
infinitely preferred the latter office. He 
therefore put that matter aside, and 
proposes to-remain where he is. In 
reference to the senatorial contest in 
the state he said he would take no part 
in the matter, and only desired that a 
good man might be chosen by the ic- 
publicans of the legislature. In other 
directions the senatorial question is the 
uppermost topic, and the friends of the 
numerous candidates are actively can- 
vassing every influence within their 
reach preparatory to the meeting of the 
legislature in January. 
Although ex- 


Speaker Grow has made a spirited bid 
during the campaign, and secured a 
number of pledged votes, claiming as 
high as 40 out of the 116 republicana, 
he has elements of weakness which will 
be brought out at the proper time. Af- 
ter being separated from Pennsylvania 
affairs by a residence of several years 
in Texas, interested in railroad matters 
he was a relentless supporter of Grce- 
ley in the second Grant campaign and 
denounced Grant in most unmeasured 
terms in that campaign. The friends 
of Gen. flrant have still some feeling 
left. 
Secretary Quay, who, perhaps, 


more than anyone else, represents the 
vigorous and stalwart element of the 
party, is notably the strongest candi- 
date in the estimation of the influences 
which shape the movements of the par- 
ty to success against the machinations 
of the democrats. His ability and ex- 
perience in public affairs and his polit- 
ical skill strongly recommend him, not 
only as an able and fearless representa- 
tive of the great commonwealth, but as 
an important element of strength to 
the managers of the political interests 
of the party in that body. Some prom- 
inence has been given to the name of 
Gen. 
Morehoad, but his speech in the 


Greeley campaign, in which he charac- 
terized Gen. Grant as a drunken loafer, 
or something similar, won him no 
friends among the stalwarts.

names of Henry W. Oliver, of Pitts- 
burg, Governor Hoyt and Benjamin 
Harris Breweter, are also mentioned 
with elements of strength, and in a 
doss contest between Quay and Hoyt, 
one of them may prove a dark horse.

scarcity of coal the Missouri Zinc Fur- 
nace, the Meir Furnace, and the South 
St. Louis Iron Company's Works sus- 
pended operations to-day, and will not 
start up again until they have secured 
a supply of coal from the eastern coal 
regions.

During the sum- 
mer and fall all the anthracite dealers 
had their sheds filled, and consumers 
neglected to lay in supplies until the 
last moment, when they cleaned out the 
yards in no time. Dealers, of course, 
ordered more coal from the eastern mar- 
kets as soon as the rush came, but the 
new stock has not arrived yet. The 
trouble is a lack of cars between Buffa- 
lo and Toledo. 
One company, the 


Delaware & Lackawanna, writes to a 
dealer here that they are 10,000 cars 
behind in orders for western shipments. 
The stoppage of work in the furnaaes 
above noted is the cause of a good deal 
of excitement in the southern portion 
of the city, where a large part of the 
population earn their living hy working 
in them.

When they ran their St. Louis 


trains hy the Wabash that road took no 
such position. Mr. Hopkins, vice-presi- 
dent of the Wabash, then contended that 
their route was as good a one as any oth- 
er leading there. The Illinois Central has 
all along been allowed 25 per cent of the 
business hy the Alton, nnd they will be 
able to do this amount of business with 
anything like fair competition. Their 
line is an old established one, and makes 
the same time as the Alton & St. Louis, 
and has always been considered a first- 
class road.
